WASHINGTON, June 20.—The an­ 
nual naval appropriation hill carry­ 
ing approximately 8295.450,000 
and 
providing for an enlisted personel of 
86,000 men was passed late yester­ 
day by the Senate and sent to con­ 
ference with the House. 
Action on the enlisted personnel, 
now about 115,000, is final, as the 
Senate accepted the House decision 
and the question will not come be­ 
fore the conferees, who will 
deal 
principally with Senate 
appropria­ 
tion increases of about ’844,000,000. 
There was no record vote on final 
passage, and no effort was made to 
reduce the enlisted personnel. 
Unsuccessful efforts to end Ameri­ 
can occupation of Haytt, the Domin­ 
ican Republic and Nicaragua, and to 
launch & congressional investigation 
of navy administration ,marked the 
final day’s debate. 
An amendment 
by Senior King (Dem), Utah, provid­ 
ing for withdrawal of American ma­ 
rines from the two republics 
and 
Nicaragua, December 31 next, 
was 
rejected, 42 to 9, after nearly all-day 
debate, in which the American pol­ 
icy of intervention was 
both 
at­ 
tacked and defended. 
Investigation ct naval administra­ 
tion was proposed by Senator Mc­ 
Cormick, republican, Illinois, but his 
resolution drew objection from Sena­ 
tor Dial, democrat. South Carolina, 
and was referred to the naval com­ 
mittee. It contemplated a survey to 
abolish useless navy yards and sta­ 
tions, Senator McCormick declaring 
that there was a navy 4/pork barrel’’ 
and one-third of its establishments 
were unnecessary.

When Lynal sought to discuss the 
resolution, Lewis made a point of or­ 
der that the merits of the resolution 
were not before the convention and 
was sustained by President 
Gom- 
pers, who was presiding. 
“Is the American Federation 
of 
Labor going to double cross Howat 
and Dorchy the same as 
John L. 
Lewis has done?” asked Lynal, who 
then added that Howat was a dele­ 
gate to the convention but was not 
present, “because he is in jail, where 
he w'as sent by Lewis.” 
Mr. Lewis then pressed his point 
of order and while Mr. Gompers was 
repeating his ruling Lynal interrupt­ 
ed to reiterate his assertion that Ho- 
wat had been sent to jail by Lewis.

Success With Lima Beans

Tenderest of all the

and last to be planted are the Limas, 
one of the finest garden vegetable^. 
Both the bush form and the pole 
varieties 
are 
vegetables 
which 
should be found in every garden. 
Usually, the pole varieties are the 
more satisfactory to a gardening be­ 
ginner as they yield a much heavier 
crop and usually give more beans In 
a pod than the dwarf varieties, 
which need good cultivation 
and 
plenty of room to develop. 
There are many complaints about 
Lima beans failing to germinate. In 
a majority of cases this is due to 
one cause. 
They weren’t 
planted 
properly. The Lima must be plant­ 
ed edgewise with the eye down if 
germination is to be at all certain. 
If you have neglected this precau­ 
tion and failed with Limas In the 
past try again and stick the bean In­ 
to the earth edgewise and eye down 
and you will be rewarded by seeing 
the big, healthy seed leaves 
come 
pushing up to the light 
Owing to the difficulty of securing 


poles, many gardeners put up high 
fences of chicken wire for the Lim­ 
as. This is a very practical substi­ 
tute and one that works well. The 
poles should be set four feet apart 
and two plants allowed to a pole. It 
is best to plant four seeds to be sure 
to get two plants, thinning out when 
they have started into growth, 
re­ 
taining the strongest pair. 
Soil cannot be too rich for Limas 
and a liberal 
coating 
of manure 
should be spaded into the soil, pre­ 
ferable In the fall, or if in the spring 
should be wel decayed. 
The bush Limas come Into bearing 
earlier than the pole varieties. They 
should be planted eighteen 
inches 
apart in the rows two to three feet 
apart with the 
eye 
down. 
They 
should be planted about two Inches 
deep unless the soil is heavy and re­ 
tentive, when an inch and a half will 
be plenty. 
Do not plant eggplants in soil in 
which fresh manure has been spad­ 
ed. Manure should be well decayed 
and thoroughly composted for egg­ 
plants.

WILL EUROPE RATIFY? 
The New York Tribune, which was the 
chief shouter for the Washington confer­ 
ence treaties and the most intolerant advo­ 
cate of their immediate ratification by the 
senate, directs attention to the fact that so 
far only two nations, the United States and 
China, have ratified the pacts. 
The Trib­ 
une finds nothing alarming in this fact but 
says that “it is just as well not to forget 
that until these treaties are duly ratified by 
all the signatory powers none of the meas­ 
ures decided upon at Washington will be 
put into effect.” 
The Tribune’s reminder is timely. Doubt­ 
less many persons who do not follow these 
matters so closely were under the impres­ 
sion that the Washington pacts had been 
accepted officially and finally everywhere. 
This is far from being true. In Japan there 
has been so much opposition to the Wash­ 
ington treaties that “an 
educatinal cam­ 
paign” has been necessary, and the treaties 
have not yet received the approval of the 
Japanese. 
Nor has any of the European 
signatories placed its seal upon them. 
Al­ 
though in Britain ratification is a mere for­ 
mality, “this fact has not,” to quote the 
Tribune again “induced the British to set 
an example to France and Italy by taking 
the necessary steps. 
There is evidently a 
certain spirit of ‘after you’ in Italy as well 
as in Great Britain. France, where the 
treaty has never been popular, has her eye 
on Russia, and England and Italy, in turn, 
are 
watchfully 
waiting 
the 
action 
of 
France.” 
This is probably a fairly accurate review 
of the situation, and it is interesting as com­ 
ing from the Tribune which was so ardent 
a champion of the Washington conference 
proposals; for it implies, if it does not ex­ 
press, some doubt in the Tribune’s mind as 
to whether the Washington pacts are such 
marvelously grand and glorious and bene- 
ficient things after all. 
Pointing out that 
‘conditions in Europe are more insecure to­ 
day than they were five months ago,” the 
Tribune finds that “it is not surprising that 
the European 
powers 
are slow in ratify- 
ng.” This in itself is a complete admission 
&f the dubious value of the pacts which 
mly a little while ago were being extolled 
>y the republicans as the greatest achieve­ 
ments of their sort in history. For if these 
>acts have become semi-obsolete even be- 
fore they could be ratified, if in the short 
space 
of five 
months 
conditions 
have 
thanged so radically that their ratification 
las become impracticable, 
not only does 
he whole work of the Washington confer- 
mce vanish into nothingness but it is con- j 
ilusively demonstrated that the architects 
»f the conference planned their structure 
dong the wrong lines and in a way which 
ould not succeed. 
Of course, the 
European 
powers 
and 
apan may ratify. 
The Tribune expresses 
oniidence that they will but it is evidently 


What are the Russians going to do about 
the American ultimatum? 
We have virtu­ 
ally sent them one. 
We have told them 
that we we will not have anything to do 
with Russia until she changes the form of 
government 
under 
which 
she is living. | 
What will be the effect of this pronounce­ 
ment upon the Russians themselves? 
Will it canse them to rise against their 
present government, «the government head­ 
ed by Lenine and Trotzky, and hurl it from 
power? 
Or is it more likely that, resenting 
what they may well regard as an attempt 
by an outside power to dictate to them 
how they shall manage their own house, 
they will rally in larger numbers than ever : 
to the support of the soviet regime? 
To many the latter outcome seems by far 
the more probable. 
There has been for 
months past no sign of any considerable 
movement in Russia itself against the soviet 
authority. 
Either the masses of Russia do 
not want to throw Lenine out; or else the 
Bolshevik 
tyranny 
is so strong that the 
masses are held powerless. 
In the former 
case, the American ultimatum cannot strike 
the shackles from the limbs of the oppress­ 
ed Russian people 
or 
put guns in their 
hands with which to combat the Red army. 
On the contrary, it seems likely to swell the 
Red army’s ranks. 
We believe that this government is cor­ 
rect in refusing to recognize the soviet 
state. 
But its present attitude and policy, 
as outlined in Mr. Hughes’ notes and state­ 
ments, go beyond a refusal of recognition 
and involve virtually an ultimatum to the 
Russians requiring them to change*their: 
form of government on pain of being con­ 
sidered a felon nation and a leper nation, 
which we will not even touch. 
Nor is that 
all. We also affirm that we will do nothing 
to cure the leper, although the leper is 
obviously a menace to us and to all other 
nations. 
Lloyd George, in a notable speech said 
that while it was entirely impossible to re­ 
concile the principles of the two systems— 
the system obtaining in Russia and the sys­ 
tem obtaining in the rest of the world— it 
might be possible in practice to arrive at 
some accommodation between them. Con­ 
sidering the situation as a whole and bear­ 
ing in mind the perilous state of Europe, 
the sympathy of large masses in Britain 
and other 
Western 
European 
countries 
with the soviet state, the pact already made 
between Russia and Germany, the improb­ 
ability of 
any 
early 
Russian 
uprising 
against the soviet authority, is not Lloyd 
George’s plan a great deal wiser and more 
practical than ours?

ON MENUS NOW 


By the Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, June 
20.—The 
great 
American beefsteak and the 
succu­ 
lent roast beef are on their way back 
to the menu of the ordinary citizen, 
according to a report 
made 
public 
today by the National 
Institute 
of 
Progressive Fanning. 
The reason is simple, according to 
Guy H. Hall, director of the institute. 
It is that with the deflation of 
the 
grain markqt it has 
again 
become 
profitable to market feed grains via 
the beef market. 
“Our survey of the beef situation 
which has been on for a month, cov­ 
ered the four leading pure-breed cat­ 
tle associations, namely, the Here­ 
ford, Aberdeen-Angus, Shorthorn and 
Galloway, the leading livestock mar­ 
kets and some 17,000 
farm 
imple­ 
ment dealers/* said Mr. Hall. 
“The 
investigation,” 
continued 
Mr. Hall, “shows a marked increase 
in the sale of bulls to farmers 
and 
range cattle growers. 
This means 
increased herds. 
All reports agree 
on that. 
Herds were terribly 
de­ 
pleted during the 
deflation 
period 
and there is still a shortage, but the 
movement back to normal is now in 
full swing. 
As production increases 
so will consumption, and the rehabili­ 
tation of all industry will 
be 
that 
much advanced. 
“It is not an exaggeration to state 
that optimism has returned to 
the 
farmer. He sees a sure profit in this 
season's work and he is buying trac­ 
tors and farm implements and using 
them. 
Our hog 
survey, 
recently 
made public, indicated that; the beef 
survey confirms it and our sheep sur­ 
vey, now In progress, will clinch it I 
am sure. 
“The survey indicates a profitable 
market for beef for at least eighteen 
months longer, and with honest re­ 
tailing of meats, the American work­ 
ing man should have his beef on the 
table at least once a day, as of yore. 
It will not be the grower's fault if he 
cannot afford it. England has grown 
to greatness on beef; 
so has the 
United States. 
The return of 
the 
steak and the roast to the table 
is 
of international Importance.**
